The sun itself heats the hot water 
used by many residents of Monrovia 
and other places in southern Califor- 
nia. According to the Scientific 
American, the sunshine water heater 
consists of a coil of pipe arranged in 
a box about four inches deep with a 
copper bottom and a glass top. The 
apparatus is usually placed on the 
roof or in a similar-exposed location. 
The rays of the stn heat the water 
in the pipe and thus set up a circu- 
lation that carrics the water to a 
storage tank, from which it is drawn 
for household usage. The — storage 


tank is so thoroughly insulated that 
the loss of temperature during the 


night is usually not more than four 
or five degrees. Southern California 
is unusually favored with sunshine, 
but there seems to be no reason why 
this economical method of heating 
water should not be used in other 
parts of the country during hot, 
gunny weather,

The Horse's Education 


Special Training is Advisable For 
Farm Horses 


It is not too much to say.that the 
majority of farmers pay little or no 
attention to the education of the 
horses which they breed. The young 
animal is given scant attention until 
the age of two and a half or three 
years, at which time he is usually 
placed in harness. When he learns 
to behave himself, to go forward and 
to’ stop at certain signals, he is con- 
sidered as having graduated, and so 
is said to be properly trained. Some 
horses being’ gifted with more intcl- 
ligence than their masters, manage 
to pick up an education just as some 
men do, And it is these horses.that 
know something besides going for- 
ward or backward and obeying the 
pull on the mouth, that get the big- 
cest share of the farm work. These 
are the ones which the farm hands 
prefer to usc, and the ones most pro- 
fitable to work. This tor the reason 
that they need not be totally regard- 
ed as machines, but rather may be 
depended upon themselves to exer- 
cise a certain amount of intelligence 
in the work they are doing. I know 
sections where prospective © farmer 
buyers will hardly look at a horse 
not trained to voice control for farm 
purposes. And why not? Cow pon- 
ics, cavalry horses, etc, were taught 
to obey a word or a touch of knee 
or even a swing of the rider’s body. 
This is an age of special training in 
men and women, and why not of rea- 
sonable training of farm horses? Yet 
farmers and breeders seem satisfied 
if, they persuade a horse to wear har- 
ness and draw a load, even if they 
must swing full weight on a line to 
pull him around ‘a corner and back 
into the furrow or off a corn row or 
tomato hill, or out of the way of a 
three-ton truck.

to bondage months ago, their young 
women and girls herded along with 
the retreating army to a slavery no 
one dares think about without seeing 
red, And at every village the same 
message wasileft behind for the

Translated it reads like this: 

“You sec what we. have 
here. 
happen all the way back 
French frontier.” ~ : 

Is it any wonder that the French 
soldicr telling me this said between 
clenched tecth: 

“There is only one-answer to that, 
my friend. Let them get down ‘on 
their knees and pray when the 
French army crosses the Rhine, 
We will be taking no prisoners on 
that day.” 

The ‘aspect of the villages is sad 
enough, but the countryside is 
worse. I have scen.so much of ar- 
tillery destruction during -this war 
that I confess I have. been rather 
ruins, A — destroyed 
its 
foundations, is only another example 
of what I have scen dozens of times 
before. . But’ a countryside that has 
60 little left of it-as that one I pas- 
sed through is a sight that made me 
want to cry and fight at the same 
time, It has already been reported 
haw orchards have been destroyed. 
I rather expected that this had hap- 
pened just along the roads. by ‘which 
the army retreated. But with field 
glasses I could see far.in on every 
side of every road for miles and

- miles; every farm is “burned, fields 
“destroyed, every garden and 


every 
Lush uprooted, every tree sawed off 
close to the bottom. It ‘was a ter- 
rible sight and seemed almost worse 
than-the destruction of men, Those 
thousands of trees prone upon the 
earth, their branches waving in the 
wind, seemed undergoing death ago- 
nics before our. eyes. 

Everything gave.its share to the 
blood lust of hate. Churches gave 
their organs for their copper, also 
the brass walls oftheir altars, even 
crticifixes upon ruined walls were 
stripped down and torn asunder. 

We passed through the remnant of 
a place. called Porquericourt, An 
old woman came to a broken door- 
vay. We stopped to talk with her, 
She smiled at the sight of the French 
uniforms of our officers. She lived on 
a farm a mile away. The Germans 
had passed in the night-and. burned 
it so that she had come to Porquer- 
icourt to hide in the cellar of a 
friend. Her husband and brother, 
both old men, had been killed by the 
Germans during the retreat, her two 
sons led off to slavery ‘the year be- 
fore. One of them had come back, 
but had been seized again only a few 
weeks before. ; : ; 

Her three daughters had been with 
her at the farm the night’ that the 
Germans retreated. They had. fled 
with her to the house of her friend, 
from where they saw their own home 
of a lifetime in flames. The girls 
were 19, 21 and 24 years old, “The 
Germans had found the in Por- 
qucricourt and had taken them away. 
That was cight days before, She 
had heard nothing of them since. All 
other young women had likewise 
vanished that night when the. Ger- 
mans went away. :

- But she shudder- 
ed as she spoke of her daughters,’ I 
said to her:

Lord Robert Cecil Answers the Ger- 
man Chancellor 


Lord Robert Cecil, the British 
Blockade Minister, made reply to 
the utterances of Dr. von Bethmann 
Hollweg, the German imperial chan- 
cellor, in a statement to the Asso- 
ciated Press, 

“The German Chancellor claims 
that Germany in the past renounced 
the unrestricted use of her submar- 
ine weapon in the expectation that 
Great Britain could be made to ob- 
serve in her blockade policy the 
laws of humanity and international 
agreements,” said Lord Robert, “It 
is difficult to say whether this state- 
ment is the more’ remarkable for its 
hypocrisy or for its falseness. It 
would hardly seem that Germany is 
in a position to spcak of humanity 
or international agreements, since 
she began this war by deliberately 
vivlatinig the international agreement 
guarantecing the neutrality of Bel- 
g.um and has continued it by violat- 
ing -all the dictates of humanity, 
-“TWas the Chancellor forgotten that 
the German forces have been guilty 
of excesses in Belgium, unparalleled 
in history, culminating in ‘the-at- 
tempted enslavement of a dauntless 
pcople, of poisoning wells, of -bom- 
barding open towns, torpedoing hos- 
pital ships and sinking other vessels 
with total disregard for the safety of 
non-combatants on board, with the 
result that many hundreds of inno- 
cent victims, including both women 
and children, have lost their lives? 

“The Jatest manifestation ‘of this 
policy “is to be seen in the devasta- 
tion and deportations carried out by 
the Germans ‘in their forced retreat 
en the western front. The Chancel- 
lor states that it is because the al- 
lies have not. abandoned their block- 
ade and have refused the so-called 
peace offer of Germany” that tnre- 
stricted sumbarine warfare is now 
decided on. As to this I will do no 
more than quote what the Chancellor 
himself said in the Reichstag when 
announcing the adoption of unre- 
stricted submarine war. 

“He said that as soon as he him- 
sclf, in agreement with the supreme 
army command, reaclied the convic- 
tion that ruthless U-boat warfare 
would bring Germany nearer, to a 
victorious peace, - then the U-boat 
varfare would be Started, He con- 
tinued: é 

“This moment. has. now arrived. 
Last autumn the time was not ripe, 
but today the moment has come 
when, with the greatest.prospect of 
Success, we can undertake this — en- 
terprisc. We must not wait any 
longer, Where has there been a 
change? En the first place. the most 
important. fact of all is- that the 
number ‘of our submarines has been 
very considerably increased as com- 
pared with last spring, and thereby 
a firm basis has been created «for 
success.” 

“Does not this prove conclusively 
that it was not any scruple or any 
respect for international law or neu- 
tral rights that prevented unrestrict- 
ed warfare from being adopted earl- 
ier, but merely a lack of means to 
carry it. out. I think it 
be useful once again to point out 
that the illegal and inhuman attack 
on shipping by the Germans cannot 
be justificd.as a reprisal for the ac- 
tion of Great Britain in - attempting 
to cut off from Germany all -imports, 

“The. submarine. campaign — was 
clearly contemplated as far back as 
December, 1914, when Admiral, von 
lirpitz gave an indication. to an 
American correspondent in Bergin of 
the projected plan. As for the-plea 
that the allics are aiming at the 
annihilation of Germany and her al- 
lies and that ruthless warfare is 
therefore justified, it is sufficient in 
order to refute this to quote the fol- 
lowing passage from the allies’ reply 
of January 10,: 1917, to President 
Wilson’s note: — 

“There is ‘no need to say that if 
the allics desire to liberate Europe 
from the ‘brutal covetousness of 
Prussian militarism, the extermina- 
tion, and political disappearance | of 
the German people has never, as has 
been pretended, formed a part of 
their design,”

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Irish Chaplain Makes 
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A Daring Capture 


With Party of Dublin Fusiliers He 
Persuaded Germans 
to Surrender 


The exploit of a Roman Catholic 
chaplain who, with cighteen enthusi- 
astic Irishmen, brought in “450 very 
thankful, if somewhat dejected, Ger- 
mans,” was referred to by Sir Philip 
Sassoon in a recent speech at Folke- 
stones <A reliable correspondent 
states that the hero of the incident, 
home on furlough, has just been wel- 
comed by the parishioners of a min- 
ing hamlet in Lanarkshire, 


It is stated that a party of the Dub. 
lin Fusiliers, accompanied by the pa- 
dre, when returning from a _recon- 
noitring expedition, were assailed by 
rifle fire from a wood where it was 
known the enemy were entrenched. 
They immediately sought the refuge 
of shell holes, and from there fired a 
round of shots at the wood. Evident- 
ly the fire proved effective, for three 
Germans emerged from the wood 
with their hands held up-in token of 
surrender. 


The chaplain advanced to meet the 
trio, and informed them that one of 
their number could return to the 
wood and give the remaining Ger- 
mans the assurance that their lives 
would be Spared if they surrendered. 
The German who had been deputed 
to give the message to his compatri- 
ots promptly left, but as he failed to 
return after a reasoyable interval, the 
“Dubs” tried the effect of another 
volley, Then two more Germans 
came out, and a repetition of the fire 
brought out another trio- 

Encouraged by these repeated evi- 
dences of the spirit of surrender, the 
chaplain decided to enter the wood 
and see the officer in charge of the 
enemy. He did so, 4nd the result of 
his enterprise was that 450 Germans 
offered to surrender, 

They emerged fromthe thicket, but 
when confronted with only 18 Fusil- 
icrs—and not an entire battalion, as 
they probably surmised—a number of 
them sought’ to return to the wood, 
with the obvious intention of renew- 
ing the combat. -The “Dubs,” how- 
ever, senfa bullet or two in the direc- 
tion of the retreating soldiers and 
soon dispelled all notions of retalia- 
tion, . 


~ It is stated that one of the German 


officers approached the chaplain and 
asked that he might be spared the 
horrors of torture. At the same time 
he significantly pointed to a bundle of 
banknotes which he held in his -ex- 
tended.hand. ‘The retort, apt though 
it was—“We are British soldiers, sir, 
and not thicves’—was capped by a 
stalwart Fusilier standing near, who 
doubtless chagrined to see so much 
money unsecured by lock and key, in- 
terjected: “Give that to me, me son, 
and O#ll take care of you and yer 
receipts.” 

It is also stated that a second .Ger- 
man officer handed to the chaplain an 
Iron Cross of the 2nd class.

Long Fight : 

The country which for. gencrations 


has been looked upon as the least 
Progressive in the world has won 
the greatest victory ever achieved 


over a vice that was a national curse, 
writes Charles’ Stirrup in The New 
York Sun, China has shown itself 
worthy of the distinction of being the 
oldest civilization in existence. It 
has set every Occidental country an 
example by abolishing the source of 
much of its misery, degradation and 
weakness, for after March 31 the 
opium ‘traffic ceased altogether. A 
vice that has held tens of ‘millions 
in its clutches is being exterminated. 

European and American investiga- 
tors differ in opinion as to whether 
the ravages of opium are worse than 
those of alcohol, but agree that the 
use of the Eastern drug is a more 
insidious habit than liquor drinking 
and harder to stamp out. Moreover, 
the percentage of high Chinese of- 
ficials who were at one time slaves 
to opium was far higher than the 
proportion which alcohol could claim 
among the administrators and civil 
servants of western countries, and 
repressive measures adopted by , the 
povernmient have in all cases been 
hampered by influential personal in- 


.Clination such as would not be met 


with elsewhere, Ridding the Celes- 
tial Empire of its favorite vice has 
therefore been a stupendous task, 
greater and more wonderful even 
than Russia’s abolition of vodka; but 
it has been accomplished after ten 
years’ of well planned work of a 
thorough common-sense kind, to the 
incalculable benefit and everlasting 
credit of a gifted people.

“There seems no just reason why 
Northern Manitoba should not re- 
peat to a degree the wonderful de- 
velopment in wood-using industries 
now taking place in Quebec. Mani- 
toba holds splendid promise of in- 
dustrial growth in the northern for- 
ested areas with their “fine water 
powers, The trouble has been that 
culture, and forestry has tagged be- 
hind like a poor relation.” 

This was a statement made by Mr. 
Robson Black, secretary of the. Can- 
adian Forestry association, Ottawa. 

“None of the provinces of Canada 
is exclusively agricultural. Seventy- 
fve per cent. of northern Manitoba 
above the open prairie line will nev- 
er give crops other than timber, 
There is jittle use bemoaning these 


facts. We ought to turn them . to 
immediate commercial advantage. 
“Manitoba's timber supplies have 


been going down hill for 100 years. 
Unrestricted fires have periodically 
cleaned out the storehouse of wealth 
which would today have created a 
vast industrial development parallel 
to those of Ontario and Quebec. 
Eighty-seven per cent: of the forest 
area is now composed of young 
growth or at best of timber under 
cight_inches diameter, such as is fit 
for small saw timber, 

“The wrecked and ruined condition 
of such vast areas of the provincial 
forests prevents that immediate  in- 
dustrial development that otherwise 
would have come. But forests in 
most cases will recuperate, if fire is 
rigidly kept out, and that is the rea- 
son the western legislatures have 
been asked to take racasures against 
careless conduct in settlers’ fires.

Equality has 
prevailed under the pressure of au- 
tocracy, perhaps because of that 
pressurg, as it prevails to a large ex- 
tent in the labor movements of other 
countries, ‘ 

Women look forward to increased 
recognition in all parts of Europe af 
ter the war. The cause of equal 
suffrage: gains steadily In the United 
States. A pledge that Russia’s as- 
pirations to democracy are real and 
secure is given in the prompt admis- 
sion of women to thcir share in “the 
responsibilities of government.—De- 
troit: News, ;

New Elevators. for Alberta 


Wilf Reach From the Peace River to 
the Boundary in the South 


Elevator companics are planning to 
construct this spring a large number 
of new storehouses in Alberta. The 
Alberta Farmers’ Co-operative Com- 
Pany count on putting up -40° new 
elevators in the province before the 
1917 crop is ripe, these to reach from 
the Peace River to the southern 
boundary, Already 36 sites have 
been secured and negotiations are 
under way for the remainder,  -All 
railway lines are being treated im- 
partially, and new structures will ap- 
pear this year on practically every 
branch of line in the province. The 
cost of the elevators is placed rough- 
ly at $350,000 and the capacity will 
run all the way from 35,000 to 65,- 
000 bushels cach. The buildings 
will be planned much the same as 
those already in use by this_company, 
and all will be modern handling and 
storing buildings. 

Placing the average storage capa- 
city of these elevators at 40,000 
bushels, the total additional capacity 
which will be provided by this com- 
pany‘for the 1917 crop will be 1,600,- 
000 bushels. Work is to be com- 
menced at once, and about 150 men 
will be employed. 


Wheat is a Winner 


An American Finds Farming Is Pro. 
fitable ih Southern Alberta 


The following is extracted from 
the “Turlock Journal” of Turlock, 
Stanislaus County, California: ; 

“The munition manufacturers are 
not the only .people making —_moncy 
out of the war. J. R. Armstrong, 
in leaving for Lethbridge, Southern 
Alberta, today said that three ycars 
ago he rented an improved ranch of 
700 acres of summerfallowed. land on 
a crop rent basis, The place was 
valued at $14,000. In three years he 
paid the owner just $24,970 for the 
use of that land, meanwhile the own- 
er was living in Southern California. 
Che total taxes on this land for the 
three years was $24.00. There was 
a grain elevator on this ranch that 
Mr. Armstrong had charge of. The 
managers of these elevators all over 
Canada were helping to collect a pat 
tiotic fund. As the farmers came in 
and drew down an extra big check 
they were given a.chance to share 
their blessings with the soldiers by 
contributing to this fund. He said 
that some of these newly rich farm- 
ers gave frecly, in some instances as 
much as $500. Mr. Armstrong cal- 
led the attention of his friend, the 
owner of the ranch,'to the fund, and 
after deliberating, wrote out a check 
for $60, He says that in some cases, 


as much as $15,000 worth of grain 
was produced on 160 acres of land. 
Mr. Armstrong. still¥makes Turlock 


his home and after getting the spring 
work started, he will leave the farm- 
ing in charge.of his son Vivian. He 
expects to return to Turlock in about 
a month, Hubert Dunn, one of Tur- 
lock’s best known farmers, went with 
Mr. Armstrong. Mr. Dunn has pur- 
chased a section. of land at Leth- 
bridge and loaded his farming outfit | 
in two cars Saturday and _ started 
them on their way. Mr.. Dunn leaves 
for Portland where he will wait for; 
the cars and will load nine head 
of work horses. Mr, Dunn is a prac- 
tical farmer and no doubt will make 
good' wherever he goes,” 


Business Activity After the War 


There is more reason_to anticipate 
business activity after the war than 
business depression. For years the 
farmer will enjoy high prices for his 
products. Shipbuilding is being es- 
tablished as one of the industries of 
the Dominion. Aeroplane manufac- 
ture promises to be another, Indus- 
trial demands for the reconstruction 
period in Europe will provide work 
for transformed munition factories. 
Immigration will provide labor as 
well as increase the agricultural pop- 
ulation. America enjoyed financial 
prosperity after the Civil War. The! 
demand for raw. materials, for man- 
ufactured products and for workmen 
should insure good business ‘and 
good wages in the Dominion for 
years.—Toronto News.

Palestine, where a British force is 
operating now, has an areca of but lit- 
tle over half that of Nova Scotia, 
though it requires'a cold imagina- 
tion to speak of the Holy Land in 
the blank terms of geography. The 
district took its present name, sup- 
planting that of Canaan, from its di- 
vision as Syria Philistina, Roughly 
it is. today the territory claimed as 
the inheritance of the Hebrews prior 
to the exile, One authority states 
that “notwithstanding its small size, 
Palestine. presents’ a variety of geo- 
graphic details'so unusual as to be 
in itself sufficient to mark it out as 
a country of especial interest. The 
bordering regions, moreover, are as 
Varying’as the country itself—sea to 
the wesf, a mountainous and sandy 
desert to the south; a lofty steppe 
plateau’ to the east-and the great 
masses of Lebanon to the north,” 

For centuries Palestine has be- 
longed to Turkey and the Turks 
have divided it into three vilaycts 
and sanjacs. The population, of 
Christian Syrians and a medlIcy of 
all Eastern religions, is/ estimated at 
about one million. The land lies be- 
tween Mesopotamia and Egypt, two 
of the earliest Seats of . civilization 
which have come into a strange cy- 
cle of prominence again, 
has been the battlefield of Oriental 
peoples from the dawn of history. 
In this it is like little Belgium, the 
“cockpit of Europe,” and the asso- 
ciation of the two lands just now 
docs not call for the exercise of 
much thought: they are evermore 
linked in historic sufferings. Greeks, 
komans and Parthians among: the 
ancients Ireld sway in Palestine, and 
in later centuries the Arabs, the 
Turks and the Crusaders controlled, 
and in recent times the Mongols ov- 
erran it prior to their settlement in 
Hungary. 

The geology of the country has 
been studied in some detail, As every 
Bible student knows, its most re- 
markable feature is the Dead Sea, 
fed by the Jordan, which itself runs 
along a bed sixty-five miles long, ly 
ing from 700 to 1,200 feet below tha:

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
~ WEST LAND REGULATIONS 


THE sole head of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quarter’ section 


of available - Dominion land in Manitoba. 
Saskatchewan or Alberta. Applicant must’ appear 
in person at the Dominion Lands Agency’ or 
Sub-Agency for the District. Entry by proxy may 
be made at any Dominion Land Agency (but rot 
Sub-Agency), on eertain conditions. 

Duties--Six months’ residence upon and cultva- 
tion of the land in each of three years. A home- 
steader may live within nine miles of his homestead 
on a farm of at least 80 acres, on certain conditions. 
A habitable house is required, except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in good standing 
may pre-empt a quarter-sectton alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties---Six months residence in each of six years 
after earning homestead patent ; also $0 acres extra 
cultivation. Pre-emption patent may be obtained as 
soon as homestead patent, on certain conditions. 


A settler who has exhausted his homestead } 


right may take a purchased homestead in certain 

‘districts, Price $3.00peracre. Dutics--Must reside 
six months in each of three years, cultivate 50 acres 
and erect a house worth $300.00. 

The area of cultivation is subject to reduction in 
case of rough, scrubby or stony land. Live stock 
may be substituted for cultivation under certain cor- 
ditions.

Life Preserver 


A Unique Invention That: Would 
Prove Useful in an Emergency 


Designed not only_to look Jike .an 
ordinary travelling bag but to be used 
as one under ordinary conditions, a 
life préserver that has just been in- 
vented apparently provides a sensible 
solution of the problem of safety at 
sca in time of sudden emergency. 
The bag is equipped with a false ‘bot- 
tom that serves to hold in folded po- 
sition a water-tight union suit which 
is attached in such a way that the bag 
and suit act as a water-tight unit; 
In an emergency all that is necessary 
is to dump out the contents of the 
bag, remove the false bottom, to let 
the suit unfold, and get inside. The 
user then closes and locks the top 
over his head and jumps into the 
water, the required buoyancy being 
supplied by the bag. The body of 
the bag is ‘equipped with a window 
and with valves- that admit air but 
not water, Inside, there is space for 
storing food and water sufficient to 
last several days. To prevent disast- 
er in case the water-tight suit is pun- 
ctured, an air-tight bag that is easily 
inflated is installed inside the travel- 
ing bag.

Sledge dogs are used 
in transporting supplics over the 
mountains in the winter months, and 
big. Belgian dogs also draw machine 
guns. The Red Cross has hundreds 
of four-footed assistants who search 
out the wounded in the “No Man’s 
Land” between the trenches, Ter- 
riers and spaniels also have import- 
ant duties to perform in freeing the 
trenches of the swarms of rats* which 
infest them, The cats “do their bit” 
in the various storehouses back of 
the front, where the mice would 
work great damage if left alone.

Tallest Building in the World to Be 
Erected in Detroit 


Plans for what is expected to be 
the tallest building in the world—57 
stories—to cost $15,000,000, and cap- 
able of accommodating 10,000 people, 
have just becn completed by ‘a De- 
troit architect. Options have been ob- 
tained on a $5,000,000 site, bounded 
by Michigan and Cass avenues, La- 


fayette boulevard and Abbot strects, | °

The building as planned will be a 
city in itself, with a postoffice, police 
station, arena scating 16,000 people, 
a quarter-mile track, and an audi- 
torium with 30,000 capacity, 

The plans call for a 27-story hotel 
and 57 storics of offices, running up 
into a tower 808 fect high, as com- 
pared with the 789 fect of the Wool- 
worth building, New York. Two air- 
plane landings 50 feet wide by 620 
fect long will be located on the roof. 
According to the plans there will be 
4,312 rooms.*The foundations will be 
carried to bed rock, In the basement 
will be located 504 display rooms. 
There will be seven banquet halls, 
two small convention halls, one 
serve-self, one dining room, two ball 
rooms, and a hospital on the second 
floor of the building.

Returned Soldier Tells . of Terrible 
Experience at Ruhleben Camp 


W. E. Collins, a returned prisoner 
at RuhlIeben, gives the following ac- 
count of the condition of the Britl- 
ish civilians interned there: “Ono 
man,” he /states, “whom I knew well; 
who has been 13 weeks in a Berlin 
prison, and whom I watched becom- 
ing insane, has died in a London asy- 
Jum. Another man had been for 
seven months in a German _ prison, 
and others I often spoke with, have 
been in five or six different jails in 
solitary confinement and, from four 


o'clock in the afternoon until cight 
o'clock the next morning, in total 
darkness. . My own cell was three 


races by two. We were given bread 
and water and treated like criminals, 
The sanitary arrangements were too- 
awlul for description. The exercise 
allowed amounted to 20 minuts per 
day in a yard 17 paces by 13, 
‘Describing the partings between 
the interned men and their wives 
gud -families, Mr. Collins continued. 
“Eleven of us Liverpool cotton men 
happened to be living in Bremen at 
that time, . We were taken in Black 
Marias to the railway station, given 
over to the military, and told that 
wwe had to obey orders or be shots, 
A certain lieutenant had told his 
nien that if he had his way .he 
would shoot the lot of us and give 
our wives and womenfolks over to 
the soldicry, On the way to Ruhle- 
ben we had nothing to cat or drink, 
and on arriving there we wished 
ourselves back in prison, for we had 
to lie night after night on wet straw 
sacks on the stone floor, under the’ 
grandstand of. the race course. Those 
who lay close to the windows had 
their clothes frozen to the windows, 
Then we were removed to stable 
lofts, fill of rats and mice, and to 
horse boxes, with four sacks to five 
anen, bullied about all the time «by 
brutal soldiers. It was awful to sce 


‘the crippled men carried about-in-the so ; 


czemp. One day I saw a man cut his 
throat. Sometimes we had to line up 
17 times a day in slush, rain and cold.- 
And the awful food! We were allow- 
ed one slice of bread every 24 hours, 
and what we had at dinner time was 
rot worth eating. The coffee waa, 
riade from acorns. I have been back 
seme time now, but I never feel like 
a released man.”
